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IS DIPLOMACY HARMFUL? . 

„When the Muslims -conquo red ? Per s la in the'. 7th century, they also 
took "ever -the popular Persian game of chess\ v.hich had been imported 
'from India, The game had plainly begun as a model bf war, with ele- 
phants-, chariots, and foot-soldiers protect ing their own king and 
' attacking the enemy *s 0 ' But it was sometimes ' played with dice, and 
Islam forbade gambling and- frivolous amusements . According to Munam- 
mgd, the amusements of a Muslim should.be confined to war, hunting, 
and sex . Was chess permissible? 

No. said some Muslim jurists. But a certain ash-Shafl, himself 
a . chess-player , pointed out that chess was of value as a mental exer- 
cise in problems 1 of military tacticsc ' And the Khalif Omar said of 
chess, "There is nothing wrong wifh it; it., has to do with war. 

Even a nodding familiarity with chess shows that these men were 
rationalizing to protect ■'their favorite .game ^from the attacks of 
religious zealots, ' Chess had- little 'relevance to war in the middle 
ages, and less now. Nor is '■ chess taught* at . military staff colleges 
for the purposes endorsed by ash'~3haf :U If his analysis of chess is 
correct, then, the Soviet Inibn, Where . chess flourishes, could have 
handled Germany easily without* the need of alliance with the rela- 
tively non-chessplaying United States, 

Recently there has been a^ great, outcry against the more modern 
.War- board games, as prompting a callous attitude towards the possibi- 
lity of war c Much- 1 of this outcry is justified, though it should be 
directed not towards board gdmes^but towards military toys which are 
being aimed in great -number at 'the children T s market. But the 
critics of military toys are in error in making such games as Diplo- 
macy their targets 0 '■"

I wrote to Mr. Honan, pointing out the errors in his statements 
on Diplomacy and also observing that if Diplomacy teaches anythirg about 
war, It teaches that international diplomacy Is founded upon deception, 
betrayal, and raw force - points basic to the anti-war position. He

"I certainly appreciate your case for Diplomacy, which may exempt 
it from my charges about the others- however, I studied the game care- 
fully and found it objectionable especially for children. Indeed, I 
am sure children can and do play the game ,
